New York, July 25— The bolshe­ 
viks are naive and alm ost child-like 
in their explanation of the execution 
of the Czar and members of the royal 
fam ily. 
Of The Czar’s fam ily the 
bolsheviks claim they do not know 
anything. 
No effort is made to conceal the 
details of the Czar's death. 
The 
United P ress correspondent asked one 
of the men high in the bolshevik fo r­ 
eign office for the truth about the 
Czar. 
H is story w as neither long 
nor complicated. 
‘‘The Czar was made prisoner by 
the bolsheviks at the overthrow of 
K erensky and was taken to a small 
town in northwestern Siberia,” said 
the bolshevik official. 
He was kept 
there for some time, until an upris­ 
ing occurred in the vicinity. 
His 
captors 
feared 
the 
reactionaries 
would take the Czar and declare him 
ruler again. 
So he was moved south­ 
ward to a small hamlet in the Ural 
mountains. 
There he w as kept until 
the C zeoho-Slovaks under Koltchak 
reached the proxim ity, and there was 
again danger o f N icholas being cap­ 
tured and declared Czar. 
The bol­ 
sheviks 
guarding him realized 
this 
danger. 
So one night they executed 
him. 
They 
did it entirely without 
our 
knowledge and against our orders. 
.The only authority they had w as that 
of the local soviet. 
We learned of 
the execution som e days after it was 
done. 
“The local soviet sent in the or­ 
ders for execution, and asked us to 
approve them. 
Since the Czar was 
already executed, we decided that we 
might as well approve the local so ­ 
viet's action, so we did. and the Czar’s 
execution was given the O. Iv. o f the 
national soviet congress.” 
The Moscow bolsheviks claim they 
have no inform ation regarding the 
fate of the Czarina and the children 
o f tile Czar, all o f whom were taken 
prisoners with N icholas. 
They prob­ 
ably were kept with him, and were 
executed at the same time, admit the 
bolsheviks. 
The bolsheviks claim the local sov­ 
iet acted as a court to trv the Czar 
l>efore its members declared them ­ 
selves for hi< execution. 
His death 
is justified on the grounds that he 
was 
a danger 
to bolshevism 
and 
would alw ays be an influence to re­ 
action. 
Some o f the details o f the Czar’s 
death came to light when two R us­ 
sians who were present at the death 
."Cene in the Urals appeared in Berlin 
and 
told part of their stories 
to 
members o f the Allied m issions there. 
These R ussians who had escaped 
from the bolsheviks, had in their pos­ 
sessions small bits of cloth, which 
they claimed were remnants from the 
clothes o f the former Russian royal­ 
ty. 
The soldiers claimed to have 
-e*m the executions, not only of N ich­ 
olas, but o f his w ife and children. 
They said it w as cruel and brutal be­ 
yond description. 
According to the bolsheviks, the 
executions in R ussia have not reach­ 
ed the figures given out by their ene­ 
mies. 
Tile bolsheviks testify to the 
statem ent that not more than five 
thousand people have been actually 
killed in the entire revolution. 
However, m ost of these were exe- 
culions. 
The bolsheviks claim that 
everyone executed had a trial before 
a tribunal. 
The tribunal consisted 
of three communists. 
The system o f 
trial by tribunal is still in practice. 
Most o f the executions were during 
the Red Terror, according to the M os­ 
cow leaders. 
They ju stify the Red 
Terror, on the grounds that it was the 
only m eans o f bringing peace in the 
land, when counter plots were threat­ 
en.rig Lenine 
and 
other bolshevik 
leaders. 
The Red Terror put the fear o f d is­ 
order iu the hearts of the Russian 
people. 
It w as the m eans by which 
the bolsheviks seized a strangle hold 
on the country. 
It also enabled them 
to either ajil or execute every p olitic­ 
al opponent o f any importance inside 
R ussia. 
Only recently have any o f these 
political refugees been allowed out of 
prison. 
They are still closely w atch­ 
ed. 
In Uetrograd the United P ress 
correspondent had dinner one evening 
with a baron who had ju st been re­ 
leased. 
He was ravenously hungry 
and alm ost out of his mind.

These securities have been sm ug­ 
gled out of Austria and 
Germany
